Applicant argument that the relevance of claim 35 is the pH at which the coating dissolves and not to a coating that dissolves at 
different pH's is not persuasive because, the combined references disclose particulate formulation, the particles coated with 
coating material that dissolves/disintegrates at pH of 6.0. 6.5. 6.8 and 7.0. The prior art thus discloses particulate formualation 
that would dissolve at pH's of 6.0. 6.5. 6.8 and 7.0. In the instant claim 35. a group of particle begins to dissolve at oh of 6.0: 
another group begins to dissolve at oH of 6.5 and the third group begins to dissolve at pH of 7. This is similar to a coated 
particle that starts to dissolve at pH of 6.0. 6.5. 6.8 and 7.0. The combined references render the claims obvious..
